the currently executed security actions; 

wherein the conditions are based on a time factor, the time 
factor including at least one of a timeframe, a predetermined 
time period, and a time limit; 

wherein the conditions are based on a source of the 
policies ; 

wherein the conditions are based on a severity of security 
actions associated with the policies. 
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Allowable Subject Matter

policies based on various conditions and teaches general 
conflict resolution for policies. The prior art fails to teach 
two policies having different priorities being activated under 
different priority- related conditions .
